Hamburg-American Tug Hansa Strikes the Primus in One of the 


Widest Parts of the Elbe River, About Twenty Miles 


From Hamburg«=Another Frightful Disaster. 


LONDON, July 21—Lloyd's agent at Hamburg sent the following tele- 


gram to his office here this morning: 


"TM'e Hamburg-American tug Hansa, while going down ^e river early 


this morning, collided with the excursion steamer Plimus. The latter sank 
and over one hundred persons were cjrowned." 


HAMBURG, July 21—The excursion steamer Primus sank in a collision 


with the Hamburg-American tug Hansa in the river early this morning. She 
was from Buxehude, and had 185 passengers aboard, inculding the Eiiback 
Male Choral Society 
The Hansa struck the steamer about 12:30 a. m. in 


the river between Blankenese and Neinstedton. The Primus was cut ir. 
two and sank immediately, ^nly about thirty of her passengers being saved. 
The place where the colliston occurred is in one of the widest parts 'of the 
Elbe river, and is between 15 and 20 miles down .from Hamburg. 


SOME OF THE MISSING RECOVERED.

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BADLY BURNED 


Explosion of Gas Injured Fireman at 


Buckeye Lake Power House in

Hebron, O.J'July 21—The night fire- 


man at the power house of the Colum- 
bus, Buckeye Lake and Newark Trac- 
tion railway, was the victim of a ser- 
ious accident on Saturday night about 
12 o'clock. The gas fire in the furnace 
had gone out from some cause, and 
the fireman without opening the dam- 
pers applied a lighted match, when 
tiere was a terrific explosion. The 
flames of the burning gas struck the 
unfortunate man fairly in the face and 
on !>.P ^ancls, burning him in a terri- 
ble manner. He was at once taken to 
his 1, (dr'.ir.g 1.0::ce, where Drs. Brown 
and Kramer attended to his injuries, 
which although very patnful, are net 
considered of 'a serious nature. 


The Primus began to settle and tin 
Hansa's crew set about to rescue the 
panic stricken passengers" of the Pri 
mus, most of whom jumped into the 
river rather than go_down with the ill 
fated steamer. Fifty of the passengers 
were hauled aboard the tug by means 
of ropes and boat hooks and for . 
time it was thought that this number 
was all that had been saved. Late: 
it was learned that 75 others had been 
taken from the water alive by othei 
craft. It was bright monlight whe~ 
the collision occurred and the acci 
dent has not been explained. 


A rigid investigation will be institut- 


ed. Thirteen bodies had been recov 
ered at daylight and the others will be

official yacht ot" the United States and 
ocean home of Pros-idt-nt Koos>e\elt, re- 
cently lay in the Brooklyn navy yard, 
says the New York Herald. In her 
new function, after undergoing altera- 
tions that co.st $oO,COO, she is ready for 
sea as one of the most luxuriously ap- 
pointed vessels afloat. 


Of the new Mayflower all the officers 


at the navy yard are proud, as they 
feel she will be a fitting residence for 
the chief executive of the nation when 
social or naval regulations call upon 
him to fly bis flag afloat. In designat- 
ing such a palace for use by the presi- 
dent the United States departs some- 
what from the old lines of Jctfersonian 
simplicity and takes her p'ace with the 
other world powers in the matter of 
naval luxury. Neither the Ilohcnzol- 
leru nor any of the other royal yachts 
has staterooms and saloons more beau- 
tiful or costly than those of the presi- 
dent's yacht. 


In the few weeks just passed the 


Mayflower has been refitted and refur- 
nished completely from stem to stern. 
The president's quarters are situated 
aft, on the main deck, and include sis 
staterooms for the exclusive use of 
himself, Mrs. Itoosevelt and their chil- 
,dren. The two larger of these state- 
rooms have been very lavishly fur- 
nished. Special attention has been 
given to the decoration of the bulk- 
beads and the paneling, which are 
covered with expensive silk in many 
colors. 


On the spar deck forward are the 


charthouse and the staterooms of the 
surgeon and paymaster. 
These are 


fitted up in simple but expensive style. 
The smoking room occupies the after 
portion of this deck and is finished in 
teak, with a floor of fancy woods, in- 
laid in mosaic and waxed. Many cane 
chairs and sotss add to the comfort to 
be had in this room. 


Below on the main deck the cap- 


tain's cabin, stateroom and bathroom 
occupy the forward part of the port 
side, the similar section starboard be- 
ing used as a wardroom and containing 
quarters for the executive and other 
officers of the ship. Behind the officers' 
quarters is the president's dining,sa- 
loon. It extends the width of the ship 
.and is furnished in white and gold, 
Louis XIV. style. The bulkheads are 
beautiful, with delicate tracery, and 
light is admitted through two spacious 
skjlights mahogany trimmed. A hand- 
some Italian marble mantel ornaments 
the forward bulkhead, above which is 
a large oval mirror framed in gold. 


Running aft from the dining room is 


the companionway to the president's 
reception room. Some of the panels 
along this compauionway are made of 
Valenciennes lace, painted over with a. 
silver paint to represent steel. 
The 


metallic pigment on the threads of lace 
so stiffens it that if the lace be touched 
sharply with the finger it gives out a 
sound like a silver bell. In the recep- 
tion room the white and gold effect is 
still carried out 
This room is furnish- 


ed also in white and gold, the prevail- 
ing scheme in decoration. The library 
adjoining the reception room is finished 
in Flemish oak, and the bookshelves 
are fitted into the bulkheads. 


Leading down to the berth deck aft 


is a magnificent mabogany stairway 
that gives entrance to the president's 
private suit. 
There are two large 


staterooms, four smaller ones and two 
bathrooms. The larger of the rooms is 
for the use of President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, its companion for the use 
of Miss Alice Roosevelt, and the small- 
er ones are for the remaining children 
of the family. 
Handsome brass bed- 


steads and all the dainties of boudoir 
furniture are to be seen in this part of 
tbe ship. 


On the port side, just outside the 


president's room, is his private bath. 
The tub, which is cut from a solid 
block of fine marble, is sufficiently 
large to enable the president to splash 
around. The fittings and the plumbing 
in the bathroom are of white metal, 
iieavily plated with silver. When the 
Mayflower went out of commission 
some months ago, the paneling in the 
president's staterooms was of dec- 
orated linen. During the refitting pe- 
riod this fabric was removed and hand- 
some flowered silk of many colors was 
put in its place. 


Besides tbe arrangements made for 


the comfort of the president and his 
family in the living and sleeping apart- 
ments aboard, extensive plans were 
made to give him the benefit of the 
most improved culinary and sanitary 
contrivances. There are a large refrig- 
erating plant and a spacious wincroom 
in the forward part of the vessel near 
tbe dining saloon. Nothing has been 
left undone to make the Mayflower a 
tit habitation for the ruler of a wealthy 
nation. 


Before the Spanish-American war 


the Mayflower was the property of 
Mrs. Ogden Goelet It had been built 
for her husband by G. & J. Thompson, 
on the Clyde, at a cost of §800.000. 
When Mr. £oo!et died, his widow at 
one time contemplated selling the 
yacht to the king of the Belgians. At 
the outbreak of the war the Mayflower 
was bought by the United States gov- 
ernment for service ns « torpedo boat 
destroyer at a cost of $450,000. 


The vessel is 321 feet over all, 275! 


feet on the water line', has a 3G.6 foot 
beam and is of a ui"--t graceful type 
of construction. Her displacement is 
2,01)0 tons, and she ha1- triple expansion 
engines of an iiidicat"d horsepower of 
4.700, that drive her through the wa- 
ter by means of twin screws. She is 
both speedy and stculy in a seaway. 
After the purchase by the government 
she was taken to tin- Brooklyn navy 
yard and refitted with a complement 
of four inch and fj-.c inch guns, to- 
gether with several i.ipid fire pieces. 
For her present use the trims of heavy 
caliber bave been replaced by one and 
six pounders. 


The Mayflower, -wh:< h now replaces 


the Dolphin, is under the command of 
Lieutenant Commander Albert Cleaves. 


HALL CAINE ON THE KING. 


Novelist's Striking Tribute to His 


Master, Edward VII. 


Hall Caine speaks wisely and feel- 


ingly of England's tribulation, writes 
tbe London correspondent of tbe New 
York World. He saj s>: 


"During the past three years Ens 


land has passed through a sea of trou 
ble and during the past three days 
through the very waters of M<arah. 


"A little while «"o she was like 


Rachel weeping for i.or Children; today 
she is like a, N bride decked for her 
bridal but robbed of i>er bridegroom 
at the very steps of the altar. There 
is an aspect to this e\ent which only 
one man could have known in all the 
fullness of its disappointment. That 
man is the liing himself. 


"The day on which a king is crowned 


is the apex: of his career, his culminat- 
ing glory, to be looked back upon to 
the last hour, of his life. That great 
day has thus far been denied Edward 
VII., who, like 
Moses, has 
been 


brought within sight of the promised 
land, but who has not yet been per- 
mitted to enter it" 


"But there is another aspect to this 


event which the king's subjects might 
better see than tbe king himself—the 
moral aspect, as distinguished from 
the physical one. In the coronation 
ceremony there would have been no 
more solemn moment than that in 
which people would have been called 
upon to signify their homage by a 
great shout of willing assent. 


"That shout has not been heard In 


the place intended for it.' But a far 
greater cry has reverberated through 
a far greater temple—the cry from the 
hearts of the British people which 
echoed through the British empire. 


"Edward VIL^'has been denied the 


symbol, but who' would say he has 
been denied the reality? 
"When" the 


dread hand of nature laid him on the 
bed of sickness,, his subjects co-owned 
him not by deputy, but for themselves, 
each in his own-breast, two days ahead 
of the appointed, time. 


"In that sense,, there need be no 


moanving or signing for Edward VII. 
as an uncrowned, king, for , he was 
crowned with the'sympathy and sor- 
row of his people."' 


A PANAMA WITH A HISTORY 


Gat "Was on tlie Steamer Roddam 


Daring; Mont Pelce Eruption. 


"To c"\vn a germine panama hat that 


was made by Indians in South Ameri- 
ca is ample cause for a man to con- 
gratulate himself, but to own a pan- 
ama that went through the fires of 
Mont Pelee is rather out of tbe ordi- 
nary," said E. C. Lewis, who travels 
for a glass and paint company, to a 
reporter of the Kansas City Star at 
the Midland hotel the other morning. 


"I have a panama that was sent to 


me from South America. It came in 
a roundabout way and was in posses- 
sion of one of the passengers of tbe 
British steamer Roddara, which passed 
through the shower of fire and ashes 
during the eruption of Mont Pelee. 
Fortunately for me the hat was far 
down in the hold of'the steamer and 
was not scorched. It is so fragile that 
a spark would ignite it. The hat weighs 
just one ounce." 


A Iicsson From tbe Boer War. 


Berlin papers acknowledge that the

Fortune Will Be Spent l»y the 
Gov- 


ernment lit Embellishing; This His- 
toric FortiiicaUoii — Its Isefulucss 
to Be Increased Als.o. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Old Point Comfort, Va., July 7.—-Im 


pregnable Fort Monroe is to be mado 
the "show post" of the United States 
without its efficiency being impaired in 
the slightest. The government's deci- 
sion to take such a step could not conic 
at a better time for the people of this 
place, Newport News, Hampton, Ports 
mouth, Berkeley and vicinity, for, ac- 
cording to present plans, the work will 
oe completed by the time the James- 
town tercentennial exposition is about 
ready to open its doors in 11)07. 


According to statements from sources 


that are said to be "absolutely iclia- 
ble. Fort Monroe when the contemplat- 
ed improvements are finished will 
stand in a class by itself. The imme- 
diate work contemplated includes the 
formation of an artillery school at a 
cost of $400,000, a library at $100,000 
and a sea wall costing something like 
$300,000 to extend along the entire 
water front 


After this work has begun the war 


department will turn its attention to 
further improvements. The scheme, it 
is said, includes a light artillery park, 
new quarters for the officers and new 
barracks for the men as well as an en- 
largement of the fortifications and an 
increase in the battery establishment. 
It is further stated that the navy will 
ultimately figure in the expenditures 
and that an ideal rendezvous will be 
made at Hampton Roads. 


A more Ideal spot for a show fort 


could hardly be selected In this coun- 
try. Standing as it does on a strip of 
land which is almost entirely sur- 
rounded by water, ov erlooking Hamp- 
ton Roads and commanding a view 
reaching as far north as the Chesa- 
peake, as far southward ns Norfolk 
and as far oceanward as the Virginia 
capes, Fort Monroe, the guard of the 
naval approach to the capital, is assur- 
edly the logical site for a great mili- 
tary display. 


There is no doubt but that the con- 


templated improvements will necessi- 
tate the removal of a number of struc- 
tures now occupied by private holders 
on government lands, and it is said 
that this will include the famous Ily- 
geia and Chamberlin hotels. Notice 
has already been served on several to 
vacate the land, as the government de- 
sires speedy possession. It is probable, 
therefore, that when the federal work 
is finished Old Point Comfort will pre-

Immense Crowd Thronged the Camp Ground Sunday Afternoon 


—Second Brigade Comes in Two Weeks—Events

They came from every corner of the 
country. Vehicles by the hundreds 
were 
visible. Equestrians

the 


score were weaving about among tLe 
miltittide. Pedestrians in 
bewilder- 


ing numbers jostled good naturedly 
about. The railroads brought in bis 
delegations from all the surrounding 
cities. The first' big excursion to 
come in was that from Toledo, wliion 
arrived at the -Showman Crossing i..l 
about 8 o'clock, and were met by the 
big cars of the Columbus, Buckeye 
Lake and Newark Traction Company, 
and taken to the camp grounds. The 
big excursion from Cincinnati arrivad 
about noon and were the guests of the

'or 1899 was more than four billion 
dollars as compared with two billion 
and a half for 1889. The bureau states 
;hat the number of farms is now near- 
y four times what it was fifty years 
ago, while their value is more than 
five times as great.

KING'S LIFE. 


Edward VII.'s Career Prolific

I King Edward, by reason of bis long 
years as a traveler when the Prince of 
.Wales, baa been said to bave been 
known by sight to more "people than 
afly sovereign who ever lived. He had 
visited practically all of the civilized 
lands long before the time when he 
,was called upon to assume the throne, 
and everywhere he was greeted by 
great crowds, always good natured, 
.•which cheered him and wished him 
•well, says the Chicago Tribune. 
His 


love of travel, his fondness for sports 


-and his ability to enjoy a joke made 


Edward's life prolific of anecdotes. 
His love for children, too, has been the 
basis of many kindly stories. 


The extent to which the term "the 


business king" was justified when ap- 
plied to King Edward is illustrated by 
a story told of him shortly after the 
death of Queen Victoria. He had two 
relatives "in trade," a state ofrjseirig 
on which English society is prone to 
frown, the relatives being the brothers 
of the late Duke of ArgylL 
1 An intimate friend asked the king 
bow he liked it 


"You know the great firm of 
?" 


be asked. 'JWell, I wduld go into part- 
nership with them tomorrow if they 


t\rould have me." 


How closely Edward followed sports 


in different phases has been shown 


/ time and again, but no single incident 


illustrated it better than the letter of 
congratulation h^ wrote .to Dr. W. G. 
Grace, the cricket player who was 
making sensational records in 1895. 
This letter, written by Edward's sec- 
retary, was as follows: 


Dear Sir—The Prince of "Wales has 
•watched with much "interest the fine 
, scores which you continue to make In 
the great matches this year. He now 
learns that you have beaten all records 
by scoring 1.000 runs during the first 
month of the cricket season, as well as 
completing more than 100 centuries in 
first class matches. His royal highness 
cannot allow an event of such interest to 
all lovers of our national game, to pass 
unnoticed by him, and he has disired me 
to offer you his congratulations upon this 
magnificent performance. 


As an indication of the king's kindly 


nature a story is told of how he went 
to the aid of a blind beggar trying to 
cross Pall Mall in the midst of heavy 
traffic. As soon as he observed the 
plight of the blind man he went to his 
rescue, took him by the arm and .led 
him safely across the street. 


The incident was forgotten until 


some time afterward, when a massive 
silver inkstand was received at Marl- 
borough House bearing this inscrip- 
tion: 


To the Prince of Wales. From one who 
Baw him conduct e. blind beggar across 
the street In memory of a kind and 
Christian act. 


Once while traveling in Paris as the 


Prince of Wales the king went into a 
picture gallery and while busy sight- 
seeing was observed by two Ameri- 
cans. One offered to wager that he 
was the Prince of Wales, and a bet of 
$10 was made. It happened that the 
remarks of the bettors had been over- 
heard by the prince and the members 
of his party. Soon one of the two men 
approached one of the companions of 
the prince and Inquired who he was. 


"The Earl of Chester," was the reply. 


1 The American returned to his com- 
panion and admitted that he had lost 
the bet He was the winner, but he 
was the victim of a joke on the part 
of the prince, who also was the Earl 
of Chester. 


On some of the hunting excursions 


which he was fond of taking while 
Prince of Wales Edward ran counter 
to the prejudices of farmers.against 
the hunters who tore down their fences 
and tramped over their fields, and in 
these experiences the fact that he was 
the future king did not alter the case 
a bit 


On one occasion while Edward was 


an undergraduate at Oxford he and 
an equerry were taking a crosscut over 
fields when they ran into an angry 
farmer, who was flourishing a pitch- 
fork. The equerry attempted to ex- 
plain who it was that was crossing the 
fields. 


"Prince or no prince," replied the 


farmer, "I'll have a sovereign before 
you pass." 


The money was paid, and the prince 


remarked afterward that "a deter- 
mined man could do wonders with a 
pitchfork and a little persuasion." 


King Edward has been noted for his 


proverbial good humor. There are few 
men in private life who could face the 
house of lords, have their headgear 
crushed down over their ears by the 
swinging fists of enthusiastic friends, 
and yet emerge from the smashed tile 
With a good natured laugh. Yet King 
Edward actually passed this test. 


History seldom records an instance 


of any subject having struck his king 
and yet survived and being accounted 
one of the most estimable of men. This 
record, however, belongs to the veteran 
Lord Wemyss, who recently celebrated 
bis eighty-third birthday. The incident 
occurred in the house of lords less than 
' two years ago. 


There was^a vigorous debate on. The 


king, then ireir apparent, was seated 
on the cross benches listening eagerly. 
Immediately behind him Lord Wemyss 
arose to address the house. He be- 
trayed bis earnestneso in the subject 


at issue by the wild, vigorous swinging 
•f bis arms. 


More than once the earl's fists 


swooped dangerously near the prince's 
shining hat With a period of eloquence 
the venerable peer concluded his ad- 
dress. Down came his arms in a ges- 
ture delivered with all the vigor he 
bould command plump on the crown 
of the prince's high bat driving it down 
and over tne royal eyes. 


The earl's argument ended right there 


and he turned into profuse apologies to 
the prince. The latter interrupted with 
a smile of good humor. "No harm," 
said Edward, laughing, "but I'll just 
move out of the danger zone." 


Some years ago there was a feast 


ill Whitechapel prepared by ^the^ford 
mayor of -London for a number of 
crippled children. The future king, ac- 
companied by his wife, a number of 
princesses and Prince Charles of Den- 
mark, went to see the spread. There 
was a long programme o£ talks and 
recitations and musical numbers. The 
king looked on in silence for a time, 
seeing the eager, hungry faces of the 
little cripples and reading there the 
impatient anticipation of the feast to 
come. Still the talks and recitations 
and music kept i.p. 


Finally Edwarc lost patience, cut the 


"programme" short with a few words 
and then said to the little guests: 
"Now, then, children, begin. 
Just 


pitch in!" And pitch in the little ones 
did, not awaiting any second invita- 
tion, the royal visitor showing his de- 
light with smiles and laughter. The 
heir apparent even entered into the 
spirit offthe occasion so heartily that 
he thought it necessary to taste the 
gingerette which ^was served to the 
children. 


"It was a wry face the king made," 


said one of the spectators, recalling the 
event after the prince had assumed 
the throne, "but he insisted on being 
one of the children for the time." 


He played with the royal children 


just as heartily. Incidents were often 
told of days at Copenhagen when the 
late emperor of Russia and the king of 
England were staying at the Danish 
court These stories related how the 
autocrat of all the Russias and Ed- 
ward played hide and seek with the 
little Russian and Danish princelings, 
jolly, large hearted and even trotting 
about on all fours to amuse them. 


As a prince Edward was a mischie- 


vous youth and often received his just 
deserts. While walking along the shore 
at Osborne one day he spied a boy 
gathering shellfish. Waiting until his 
back was turned, the prince upset the 
basket The owner turned and, seeing 
his work undone, seized upon the cul- 
prit and struck him. 


The prince returned the blow with 


vigor, and a fight ensued. One of the 
Osborne gardeners separated them, and 
the prince was led to his father in a 
battered condition. 
The father bad 


viewed the scene from a distance and 
at once saw to it that his sou had an 
additional spanking. ' 


As a youth King Edward showed a 


keen interest in matters of science, at- 
tending the lectures of Professor Fara- 
day in London and Dr. Lyon Playfair's 
chemistry classes in Edinburgh univer- 
sity. On one occasion Dr. Playfair de- 
sired to impress upon his pupil's mind 
the harmless action of a certain stage 
of heat and told him that he might 
safely thrust his hand into a boiling 
caldron of lead. 


"If you tell me to do it, I will," said 


the prince. 


"Tour royal highness may do it with 


safety," said Dr. Playfair. 


Thereupon the prince, baring his arm 


to the elbow, boldly thrust it deep into 
the white hot mass and triumphantly 
withdrew it unscathed. He had im- 
plicit confidence in the word of his in- 
structor and did not fear to carry out 
his suggestions to the letter. 


Earlier In his life King Edward 


could make a tour of the golf links as 
quickly as any amateur, and his prow- 
ess at elephant hunting is history in 
the jungle country. He could handle 
a yacht as well as any sailor before 
the mast His bags at deer stalking 
have made records in the game pre- 
serves of England. 


Only a few months ago the king dur- 


ing the few days he spent at Balmoral 
showed that his aim was as sure as 
when during his Indian tour in his 
early life he established the record of 
bringing down six tigers in one day. 
Years ago he showed his skill as a deer 
stalker. In the forest of Mars seven 
stags fell before his gun in one day. 
Once when shooting at Chillingham 
park he brought down in a single shot 
the king of the herd of the famous 
wild white cattle there. 


More than once in stag hunting the 


king, then the Prince of Wales, has 
had narrow escapes. On the occasion 
of the big hunt at Compiegne with Em- 
peror Napoleon III. a huge stag sud- 
denly turned and charged his horse at 
lightning speed. Animal and rider 
were hurled to the ground with a 
shock, but the prince regained his feet 
at a bound, and his first effort was to 
save the horse.

New 
Uniform—Army 


Board Adopts a New Color—The 


Guardsmen Are Affected. 


(O.iio State Journal.) 


The men in the Unite. *tates army 


after January 1, 1903, can no longer be 
spoken of as the "boys in blue" 
The 


name cannot strictly be applied after 
that date, but they will always be such 
to the people of the present day. The 
order which causes this has been is- 
ueu by me general board and atteets 
every one from the general to private. 
The dark blue which has been used 
so long will be replaced by an olive 
green woolen goods. The suit will be 
of this color and the hat and leggings 
will match it in color as nearly as is 
possible. The reason for this change 
is that the men when marching can- 
not be seen until quite near. It con- 
ceals the approach and movements at 
a distance. As far as looks goes, the 
appearance will not be nearly so fine 
as it was when the blue was used. The 
cadet gray at 1100 feet turns to a 
black and can readily be seen at great- 
er distances. Other colors were tried 
and all were found unsatisfactory. 


The Ohio National Guard is affect- 


ed by this order and she must wear 
the olive green for fatigue and every 
day use. 
The blue will be kept for 


state occasions only. Khaki will be 
the material used for the soldiers' 
suits in the tropics and in summer and 
the woolen olive green will be the win- 
ter material used. 


The new uniforms will mean sim- 


plicity in dress and more expense to 
the individual soldier. General Miles 
is the only one who can use decora- 
tions. The rest are governed by rules 
laid down. The hat forms part of each 
soldier's equipment. 


WEST POINT IMPROVEMENTS 


A Large Tract of Land to Be Re- 


claimed. 


Extensive developments of the West 


Point military reservation, involving 
the reclamation of about 1.800 acres of 
land at present useless, will be under- 
taken in connection with the expendi- 
ture of $5,000,000 for new buildings 
and improvements at the Military 
academy, says a Washington dispatch 
to the New York Tribune. 
Secretary 


Root recently approved the recom- 
mendation of Colonel Mills for the em- 
ployment of a forester and a landscape 
architect for this purpose. The reser- 
vation includes 2,340 acres, but less 
than one-third of this area is availa- 
ble for tactical instruction, the rest 
being inaccessible on account of its 
hilly character and because it is cov- 
ered with a dense growth of hardwood 
timber. In this area it is proposed to 
build a system of roads and paths, to 
give it needed Intelligent thinning out 
and by the removal of dead timber and 
brush protect it again&t the fires which 
do great damage every fall and spring. 
It is thought that enough firewood will 
be secured to last the academy several 
years and to pay the larger part of the 
cost of the improvement. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has been asked to 
supply an expert forester, which it 
promises to do at nominal expense, 
and Colonel Mills has been authorized 
to engage a landscape architect Some 
of the officers on duty at the academy 
•will superintend the construction of 
roads and the cutting of timber. 


The authorities are convinced that 


the improvements, besides largely in- 
creasing the opportunities for tactical 
instruction, •will greatly Improve the 
health of the reservation through the 
opening of the thickets and the drain- 
ing of the numerous small concealed 
swamps. 
The roads 'will also bring 


within easy reach of the campus many 
interesting historical points that are 
now visited with extreme difficulty 
and in some instances with danger. 
An effort will be made to perfect the 
plans this summer and complete most 
of the -work before next year. 


Secretary Root in consideration of 


the proposed improvements has direct- 
ed Colonel Mills to appoint a board of 
officers from those on duty at the 
academy to prepare a preliminary re- 
port on -what is needed.
